WASHINGTON, Dec. 6. — The 
bill providing for the weeding out) 
of young naval officers unsuited to 
the service and materially chang- 
ing the present method of promo- 
tion in the line of the Navy was 
introduced in the House today by 
Representative Fred A. Britten, 
Republican, of ranking 
member of the Committee 
Naval Affairs.

stead of retirement pay for life as 
under existing aw.
